New Yorg, April 8—Senor Antonio Batres, the 
newly accredited Minister Plenipotentiary from the 
Republics of Guatemala and Honduras, arrived 
from Guatemala yesterday and was seen at the 
Victoria Hotel. Senor Batres, who is well known 
in diplomatic circles at Washington, where he for- 
meriy represented San Salvador, Nicaragua and 
Honduras, and who has lately been the Guatema- 
lian Secretary of State, is a tall, well-built man 
of about 40, with bright, black eyes, 
dark hair, complexion and mustache. He 
aks English fluently and expressed 
the pleafure he felt in returning to this country, 
where he has many friends. Referring to the re- 
ported defeat of Gen. Barrios on the San Saivador 
frontier, he said: “It is v evident that the re- 
ports are coll-cted by the Saivadoranian authorities, 
all Sa ing over the Ceutral American 
cables going — Libertad under their eyes. 
Furthermore, the reports have a purpose, an! a 
malicious one. Gen. Earrios 7 * 4 not have 
invaded San Salvador, but he did not do so in at- 
tacking Ei Coco, which is a hacienda in Guatemala, 
nine miles from the frontier" 

“What was tue position of affairs when you left 
Guatemala?”

Lively Bidding at the Third and Last 
Night's Sale. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. l 

New Lon. April 8.—The third and closing night 
of the sale of the Seney coliection of paintings, at 
Chickering Hall, was characterized by lively bid- 
ding and large prices. Tus total of the evening's 
sale was $225,005. Jay Gould was among the buy- 
ers and occupied a seat in the parquet, although 
his bidding wasdone by Agent Leman, who sat at 
hisside. It was ieft fora millionaire of the toler- 
ably provincial city of Milwaukee, Wis., to carry off 
the big prize of the auction from under the eyes 
and noses of the New York nabobs, John L. Mit- 
cheil, a son of President Alexander Mitchell of the 
Milwaukee and St. Pau! Railroad securing Jules 
Breton's Event in the Hamlet of Finistere,” at the 
enormous figure of $18,200. Mr. Kirby, the aue 
tioneer, publicly congratulated the Westerner, but 
didn’t hesitate to say it was, in his opinion “a 
shame that New York connoisseurs should be com- 
pelled to travel upwards of a thousand miles fora 
look at Breton's master.”

Life Insurance Agent. 

New York, April 3.—Philip Levy, formerly an 

agent in the St. Louis office of the Metropolitan 

Life Insurance Company of this city, is a prisoner

o Was arrested after con- 
siderable difficulty in tracing bim by Detectives 
Cosgrove and Heard, at Frankenstein's Hotel, at 
Broome and Elm streets, where he had been about 
ten days since his return from Europe. He fled 
from the country in the latter part of January. 
Joseph F. Knapp of 82 Park place, the President of 
the company, caused his arrest. Mr. Knapp said 
there were others in the St. Louis office 
concerned in the conspiracy, though he did not 
give names. The company issues some life policies 


on which the premium is divided into weekly pay- 
ments, and in case of death before the whole pre- 
mium is received, a proportionate amount of the 
face of the policy is paid. Levy is accused of in- 
ducing others to mate false reports of the death of 
insured persons, of assisting them to push the 
bogus claims, and of sharing the insurance mone n 
One of the cases on whica Leyy is to be prosecuted 
is that of a poiicy on the life of 
THOMAS O'NEIL OF ST. LOUTS, 

whom he insured for $1,000. In calling for the 
weekly payments Levy made the acquaintance of 
O’Neu’s daughter, Mrs. Fanny O'Malley. It is al- 
lege that be suggested to her that she could make 
money by reporting that ber father was dead, and 
that he offered to assist ber in collecting the insur- 
ance. Mrs. O’Maiey reported O Neu's death to the 
company, and made aciaiin for $745, the amount 
due on the poucy. The claim was referred to Levy, 
who soon forwarded a physician's certificate of 
death. and a certificate purporting to be signed 
by a disinterested uaintauce, who knew 
tuat O'Neli was insur that he was dead, 
and that the claimant was next of kin. 
He aiso sent his own certificate as agent, that he 
bad seen and identiiied the body of O'Neil, and 
recommended the payment of the insurance, Mr.

_ Awakes Refreshed. 


Seven Hours’ Uninterrupted Slum- 
ber Under Narcotics, 


A Cheerier Aspect About the Grant 

- Mension This Morning—The Family 
and Physicians Greatly Encouraged 
—A Consultation—The Patient Takes 
a Bath in Bed and Rests Easy in His 
Chair—Hourly Bulletins—Later Re- 
ports Say That He is Worse. 


By Telegrawh to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk. April 3.—It would almost seem as 
though Grant's brave spirit of indomitable will pos- 
sessed even power to subdue the conqueror of all 
conquerors—Death. Since the alarming attack 
with which he was seizéd last Monday his deatn has 
been daily, even hourly, expected. Several times 
he was believed to be dying. Hope was abandoned 
by his physicians, his friends and his family. 
The most sanguine of them did 
not have hope that he would itive 
until the present time. Each day was mournfully 
looked upon by them as his last. The eyes of the 
whole country remained fixed with eager, anxious 
interest on the chamber in which the great soldier 
lay, and as each unfavorable bulletin was sent 
forth it was expected to be followed by the an- 
nouncement of his death. Despite predictions 
and fears, however, tbe striken hero has conquered 
for the time at least, the grim tyrant 
whose chilling hand had already been placed upon 
his brow. 

LIFE-GIVING REST. 


The night that has passed has brought with it |, 


refreshing, invigorating sleep, and with the dawn 
has come to the heroic sufferer relief from the pain 
be has borne with such fortitude, and new strength 
to continue the battle in which he has showed so 
brave a front.

The congregation of the Westfield Presbyterian 
Church at Newcastle, near Mount Jackson, Law- 
rence County, were recently surprised and delighted 
that their beloved pastor, Rev. William M. Taylor 
was engaged tobe married to the widow of the 
lamented President Garfield. The information was 
conveyed to them in a delicate way, as properly it 
ebould be, and they regard the forthcoming mate 
with deep interest. There are many romantic 
features in the affair, inasmuch as the first wife of 
Rev. Taylor was a companion and friend of Mrs. 
Garfield during the period of their girlhood. 

Rev. Taylor is about, 50 years old, and is of 
medium height. His hair and whiskers, once black, 
are now slightly tinged with gray. His complexion 
is a dark olive, and his eves are black and sparkling. 
He would not be considered a handsome man ac- 
cording to the standards of critical comparison, but 
he is pleasant and agreeable. He is one of the four 
teen sons of ex- Judge Taylor of Lawrence County. 
He is a man of fine literary attainments. He gradu- 
ated at Jefferson College, then at Canonsburg, in 
the year 1858 After leaving Jefferson College he 
went through the Princeton (N. J.) Theological 
Seminary. When ordained in the ministry he took 
charge of the Westfield congregation, where he has 
remained ever since. Shortly after his installation 
at the Westfield charge he married Miss Packer of 
Hiram, Obio, whom he bad met while on a visit to 
the latter place. Miss Packer was a classmate of 
Mra. Garfield, and they both attended the college at 
Hiram, graduating while President Garfield was at 
the head of that institution. They maintained their 
friendship after both had married, and in this way 
Rev. Taylor and Mrs. Garfield beoame acquainted. 

A yearago last July Mrs. Taylor visited her 
parents at Hiram, and while there died suddenly of 
heart disease. Mrs. Garfield sent the bereaved 
busband ber sympathies on the sad occasion, and 
they frequently met when the Rev. Taylor was on 
his way to and from Hiram. The friendship thus 
established ripened until it is now an open secret in 
the Westfiela flock that their shepherd isto marry 
the widow of the distinguished President. 

The reverend gentieman makes frequent visits to 
the home of Mrs. Garfield, and the intimations 
which the congregation has recewed indicate that 
the event is to come off some time next summer.

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A FORGER’S FATE. 


Alvin Allen, Pursued by Officers, Blows His 
Brains Out. 
Mawson, Iowa, April 3.—Alvin Allen of Walcot; 


Instantiy. Letters found on his person indicate tha: 
he was a fugitive from justice elsewhere and had re. 
solved never tobe taken alive. Allen went into 
Richards’ bank in Mansor, and presented three 
notes, one of $100 and two of $50 each. purporting to 
be signed by George and M. M. Smith, and asked 
the banker to discount them. The banker dis 
covered that they were forgeries and refused to 
buy them. Allen again returned to the bank and 
asked why Mr. Richards would not buy them. 
The bank informed him that they were 
forgeries. As soon as Mr. Richards 
could he put the City Marshal on Allen's track. 
After leaving the bank Allen purchased a revolver. 
He then started to leave the city on foot, following 
the railroad track. The Marshal with his posse 
followed. After chasing Allen a mile. he was over- 
taken. Brandishing his revolver he informed the 
crowd that he would not be taken alive. He did not 
care twocentsfor his life, and he would shoot 
them. and then himself rather than suffer arrest. 
Allen commenced firing at his pursuers, and fired 
several shots, only one of which took effect, in the 
neck of a horse ridden by B. Branholtz. When Al- 
len commenced firing, the Marshal ordered one of 
bis men, armed with a double-barreled shotgun, to 
fire on Allen. He did so twice without effect. As 
the pursuers closed on him, Allen placed bis re 
volver to his ear and fired. He was about 20 years 
old.

geb the Council of Nice declared it was to be cele- 
brated on the Sunday foliowing the i4th day of the 
moon of Maren; and the Ewperor Constantine 
caused this decree to be publisued toroug.out the 
Roman Empire. Those who obstinately refused to 
obey the decree were from that time looked upon as 
schismatics and called quartodecimans. The feast 
of Easter is the regulator of all the other great 
movable feasts of the year, and has always been 
ovserved in the Catholic Church with the «reatest 
so.emnity. The administration of tue most holy 
sacraments of baptism and the eucharist is per- 
formed on it with the utmost solemaity. 

GOOD FRIDAY. 

Yesterday, Maundy Tuursday, commemorating 
the Last Supper, was appropriately observed in 
neariy all the Catnolic Cuurcnes. The require- 
ments made of the clergy are that mass be said in 
white, and that the holy oils be consecrated and the 
apostie’s feet be washed by the bisuop, the last two 
of which offices were performed by Areubishop 
Kenrick at St. John’s Church. To-day is Good Fri- 
day, a day of bservance iu memory of the deatu 
of Christ on the cross. This calls out from tue 
churca expressions of the deepest mourning and 
compunction. Tue altars are made naked at the 
priest's communion, when the ornaments are black, 
and ihe crucifix w covered with a biac« veil tihb the 
prostration. No mass is said or offered, 
only tue holy sacrament. No others receive the 
holy communion except the priest who celebrates 
tee diyime office and the sick iu mortal danger of 
death. After tue prayers follow the exposition and 
veneration of tne cross, the improperia, the priest's 
communion, with the mass of tue presaactified 
mys.eries, and the Vespers. 

HOLY SATURDAY OR EASTER EVE. 

The buria: of tue Suvior and his descent into hell 
are the mysteries which this day engage tne con- 
sideration of the devout. Ancieptly, no mass wus 
said on tais day in token of tue general sorrow, but 
at phe the mass of resurrection are 
anticipated and performed alittle before noon. 
The diessing of tae Paschai candie is one of the most 
interesting of the day's duties. The taper is very 

and is considered an emblem of the light of 
the world. Five grains of frankincense are placed 
in it to represent the five wounds, the whole cere- 
mony being invested with great circumstance. An- 
other event considerable importance is the 
b.essing of Easter-water, which is carried away and 
stored up by the faithful with a firm 
faith in its efficacious power against 
disease. The procession of the eu- 
charist is aiso a feature, ihe sacrament being car- 
ried out in all the churches, covered with rich can- 
opies. Lent is generally considered as ending with 
the conclusion of the high masses sung to-morrow 
a Ihe reason why to-morrow isa day of 
fasting is not because it is one of the forty days of 
Leot, but because it lately precedes the 
great Easter festival.

Easter services Sunday will be held with the most 
elaborate floral and musical dispiays at the Catholic 
churches, with considerable extra accompaniment 
at tue Episcopal churches, and with an appropriate 
sermon and occasionally a little added touch to the 
service in almost ail tue other Protestant churches.
